Parking in Grafton Street. 


It really is time that something should 
be done by the.Dublin police to prevent the 
dangerous congestion in Grafton street in 
the afternoons. A rule has been made that 
between the hours of 5 and 6 p.m. Grafton 
street shall have “ one-way ’’ traffic; but 
between 4 and 5 o'clock the street is in a 
condition of virtual chaos. I am in the 
habit of cycling down Grafton street 
between these hours, and, although I know 
that the pedal cyclist is everybody's 
enemy, I feel that I have a grievance. 
Motor cars are allowed to be ‘‘ parked ”’ 
on both sides of the street, which is narrow 
enough in all conscience. There is a con- 
tinuous stream of motor traffic both ways 
throughout the afternoon, and to negotiate 
the thoroughfare between Switzer’s and 
Brown Thomas’s requires an element of 
daring that ought to be reserved for 
Schneider Trophy contests. I see by the 
Motor News that Belfast has solved this 
problem in an ingenious manner. In 
certain busy streets motor cars are allowed 
to be “ parked ” on different sides of the 
street on alternate days. In this way one 
side always is clear, and the trades- 
people have no complaint, as none Is 
favoured at the other’s expense. Might I 
suggest to General Murphy that he might 
do the same in respect of Grafton street ? 
It might not be a bad idea to put a 
complete ban on cyclists. ‘Although I 
belong to that category myself, I have 
good reason to appreciate the danger to 
life and limb that 1s caused by the present 
Jack of adequate control.

Crab Apple Jellu. 


Walking in County Wicklow the other 
afternoon, I dropped into a wayside 
cottage, where, according to a sign, 
“TEA'S” were supplied. Incidentally, 
I notice that the majority of rural 
painters, whether amateur or professional, 
apparently cannot resist the temptation to 
throw in an apostrophe with “ teas.” The 
cottage had, however, a very romantic 
rustic appearance, and rambler roses were 
still blooming round the _ picturesque 
porch. I was ushered ipto a spotlessly 
clean little parlour, where a_pleasant- 
faced matron made preparations for my 
tea. In a few minutes she produced a 
most appetising meal, which included 
fresh eggs and home-made bread, and a 
large helping of this year’s crab-apple 
jelly. ‘‘The crabs were grand this 
season,’ she told me. ‘‘ Some of them 


were as big as small apples and they 
made lovely jelly. All my customers said 
they never tasted the like of it before,” 
The jelly certainly was delightful. 


A Queer Trade. 


The. other day I chanced to be in the 
workshop of a Dublin scientific instru- 
ment maker, and was puzzled to see a 
man holding a stick out horizontally 
before him. On closer inspection I saw 
that hanging from the stick by means of 
its thread was a spider, which was weav- 
ing out a long strand in an endeavour to 
reach the floor. As the thread became 
longer, the man holding the stick wound 
the strand up on a blob of shellac on the 
end of his stick. Eventually my curiosity 
got the better of me, and I asked what he 


was doing. He laughed and told me that. 


he was “ kidding the spider ” to obtain 
the thread which is afterwards used for 
the fine “ hair ” lines which we sometimes 
see on the lenses of microscopes and other 
optical instruments. 


Our Far-Flung Race. 


I had a letter some days ago from a 
friend of mine in Assam, which illustrates 
in remarkable fashion the way in which 
the Irish race continues to spread itself 
over the face of the habitable earth, and 
for me the most interesting part of my 
friend’s information is the fact that our 
emigrants are confined by no means to 
mere men. ‘‘ At-the present moment,” he 
writes, “I am in the town of Jorhat, 
which is the headquarters station of the 
Sibsagar district.

TChomas Davis. 


The eighty-sixth anniversary of the 
death of Thomas Davis, recently cele- 
brated, reminds me of the difficulty which 
I once had in finding his birthplace. I 
had expected to find Mallow very conscious 
of its distinguished son, but I found that 
very few people seemed even to have heard 
of him. There was a street called by his 
name, it is true, but when I asked a shop- 
keeper to direct me to the house of Thomas 
Davis he looked puzzled. ‘‘Ah, yes, I 
believe there is a Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
lately come to live round the corner,”’ 
said he brightly after a moment’s deep 
thought. 

Thomas Davis was one of those men 
who, in childhood and youth, showed no 
signs of the talents which later made them 
famous. At schoql he took little interest 
in either lessons or games; at Trinity 
College he was for a long time an un- 
distinguished student. His contemporaries 
regarded him almost with a touch of 
patronage and considered him a rather 
dull person. Aj; relation once said, “I 
helieve, that, if you asked Thomas the 
day of the month, the odds were that he 
could not tell you.”’ 


An Ordination. 


I see that Mr. R. M. Hilliard was 
ordained yesterday by the Bishop of Down 
and Connor and Dromore for the curacy of 
Derryaghy, an important parish that lies 
between Lisburn and Belfast. Mr. 
Hilliard, who formerly was a journalist 
in London, was well known during his 
student days in Trinity College as a boxer. 
He won the Irish amateur championship 
as, I think, a bantam-weight on more 
than one occasion, and represented Ireland 
at the Amsterdam Olympic Games some 
years ago. He is a member of a well- 
known Killarney family.

Cork Boards Resentment : The Return to 


Ireland : 


Well-to-Do People Returning.

CORK, Sunday. 


IS general, the affairs of local authorities 

are dull enough, but two almost 
identical situations arose in Cork last 
week which may have interesting develop- 
ments. The board of the Cork Mental 
Hospital wished to appoint a resident 
medical superintendent, and submitted a 
name for approval to the Minister for 
Local Government. There is a clause in 
the Local Authorities Act which allows a 
body to promote its officials in this manner 
(subject to the approval of the Minister), 
and it was evidently felt that the applica- 
tion would be only a matter of form. The 
Minister, however, let it be tacitly under- 
stood that he did not intend to avail him- 
self of the clause, and it was announced 
that the Local Appointments Commis- 
sioners had selected another man. 

Precisely the same situation was revealed 
a few days later at a mecting of the County 
Council, the post involved being that of 
the secretary. In this case the Appoint- 
ments Commissioners have not yet made 
their choice, and it is even possible that 
they will elect the suggested candidate ; 
but both the County Council and the 
mental hospital are strongly resenting 
what they consider an infringement of 
their rights, and at present seem inclined 
to a policy of open defiance. 

Since the Mayo Library case it has been 
obvious that the Government is quite able 
to deal with a situation of this kind, but 
local authorities evidently feel that their 
powers are being gradually diminished. 


IRISH FAMILIES RETURNING. 


The troubled period in Ireland caused a 
great exodus to England from the “ big 
houses '” of the South—many of which, 
indeed, had ceased to be houses at all by 
that time—but it would appear that a 
large number of these emigrants have 
already returned to Ireland. 

My source of information on this point 
was the principal furniture-removing firm 
in Cork, which, naturally, had dealings 
with a large number of these cases. An 
official calculated that about sixty per 
cent. of the people who had gone, with 
their belongings, to England, had now 
come back again. At present, he said, his 
firm were doing over twice as many 
removals from England to Ireland as 
wice versa, and if Mr. Snowden ccntinues 
his attentions, it seems likely that this 
proportion will be increased. 

In addition to the Irish families, he said, 
many English people were thinking of 
removing to Jreland, and the firm had re- 
ceived several inquiries as to the possibili- 
ties of settling here. Unfortunately, there 
is great scarcity of accommodation, and few 
of the country houses which were burned 
have been rebuilt. Most of the intending 
settlers, it appears, are comparatively 
some builder’s while to erect a few large 
houses in good shooting and fishing areas, 
and to await results. 


FOOTBALL IN THE SOUTH. 


Last year the Munster Rugby team did 
wealthy, and it would almost be worth 
very well in the interprovincial matches, 
and a number of Cork and Limerick 
players found their way on to the Irish 
side. The football season has now started 
again, and it will be interesting to see 
whether the same high standard will be 
maintained in the South. It is a pity that 
we shal] not have an opportunity of meet- 
ing the South Africans; for such fixtures 
seem always to lead to a great revivai of 
enthusiasin, especially in the country 
districts. 

Cork Constitution should be in a good 
position this year, and their team will be a 
strong one, including Noel Murphy and 
Egan, both international players. The 
club will have five teams in action, and 
their fixture list includes most of the prin- 
cipal clubs in Dublin and Belfast. Dolphin, 
which won the Munster Senior Cup last 
season, will have most of their old team 
available, at any rate until Christmas. 
They intend to continue the seven- 
forwards’ formation that proved so success- 
ful last year. University College are also 
expecting to do well, and are hoping to 
have the assistance of H. O'H. O'Neill, 
the Irish forward. 

Hockey is undeniably becoming more 
popular in Munster. A few years. ago 
there were only four or five teams in the 
County Cork, but last year there were four- 
teen, and this season there may be two 
more. Maryville had a very successful 
season last year, and now may almost be 
regarded as the strongest club in the 
South.

FAREWELL TO THE TRAMS. 


The end of this month will see the last 
of the trams in Cork, and the city authori- 
ties are taking this as an opportunity to 
re-organise the traffic regulations in the 
city. Precise details are not available yet, 
but it is understood that parking-places 
may be altered somewhat, and that regular 
stops will be instituted for ’buses within 
the city. It is to be hoped that there will 
be no delay in removing the tram- 
standards, as these add greatly to the 
8 note of traffic in Cork. In many cases, 
1owever, they serve as. lamp-standards 
also, and some time may pass before other 
arrangements are made for public lighting. 

It has not been announced yet whether 
the ’buses will be numbered or not. Some 
form of identification is certainly needed 
in addition to the destination-board, as 
this is unreadable at a distance of more 
than twenty yards or so. 

The idea of numbering the ‘buses does 
not seem to have found much favour, for 
some reason, and it is possible that a 
system will be introduced by which every 
‘bus will display a coloured light to in-

Since mere commoners 
formed the great majority on the student roll. 
he reserved *‘ St. Marv s ” for the elect. So 
rigorous were the principles of his social test 
that even Daniel O'Connell. grandson of the 
‘‘Liberator,’’ and Hugh McDermot, son of 
The McDermot of Coolavin, were not deemed 
worthy of inclusion in the community resid- 
ing in “ No. -

THE ESKIMO AT 
HOME.

The series of excellent travel films which 
aas been seen during the past few years will 
shortly receive an addition of the greatest 
interest and importance. This will be a 
complete record, of the life of the Eskimos 
in the frozen North. After nine months’ 
rigorous endeavour two cinema men are now 
reported to be on their way back to Holly- 
wood with over 100,000 feet of film on which 
is recorded the lives, habits and customs of 
the Eskimos. 

The two intrepid cameramen, Messrs 
Ewing Scott and Roy Klaffki, lived for mine 
months with an Eskimo tribe. They were 
completely cut off from contact with the 
civilised world, and had, in fact, been given 
up as lost when their return was announce 
by wireless from Alaska last week. They 
were marodned on Icy Cape for over a month, 
and their rescue was due to the fortuitous 
arrival of a whaling ship, which took them 
back to civilisation. 

Gangster and crime films are said to be 
among the reasons for the alarming growth 
of lawlessness in the United States, and it is 
reported from time to time that no more are 
to be made. Social reformers have come to 
the conclusion that these films provide a 
stimulus to lawless instincts of certain races 
by glorifying crime and exaggerating the 
money to be made from it. 

So far there has been no method of deter 
mining the influence of such films, but a 
method i:as 20w been reported to have been 
devised by Dr. L. L. Thurston, of the Univer 
sitv of Chicago. 

he method, which measures the change 
In attitude produced in children by any 
particular motion picture story, has already 
been tested, with apparently satisfactory 
results. The test is evidently based upon 
racial and nationalistic antipathies. and the 
effect of any film is found by giving the test 
immediately before and again immediately 
after the film has been seen. It is not clear 
how the effect ot crime films is to be gauged 
from such tests, but American psychologists 
appear to have great faith in its results. 

A few months ago it was reported that 
Hollywood was tightening its pockets against 
authors, but now it is confidently believed 
that Mr. Edgar Wallace is about to enter 
upon a contract to write stories and advise 
on scenarios for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer at a 
salary of £800 a week, or about £41,600 a 
vear. At present Mr. Frederick Lonsdaie 
receives a salary equal to £24,000 a vear. 
and Mr. P. G. Wodehouse about £20,000. 
While some may suffer from the economies 
of the studios, these authors are not amony 
the number. 


CHICAGO AND VIENNA. 

At the Grafton Picture House ‘* Three Girls 
Lost ” has been found so popular that it is 
retained for a second week. its appeal 1s 
mainly to women, and its story is unusually 
attractive to them. Three girls from smal! 
towns in different States come to Chicago by 
aeroplane, knowing no one or nothing in or 
about the city. Marcia, Edna and Noreen are 
just three ordinary girls, who behave in a 
ba fectly ordinary manner, and yet their story 

as a marked appeal. Interwoven is the 
sordid and the romantic, so that the film’s 
popularity. should more than outlast this 
week. ‘‘ Three Girls Lost '” is supported by 
a varied programme. . 

At the Pavilion, Kingstown, the great 
attraction all this week will be the spectacular 
musical film, ‘* Viennese Nights.” Every- 
where this film has been shown it has been 
cordially received, and it is well worth 
seeing. It is an operetta of the Strauss kind. 
with a plot that somewhat resembles Noel 
Coward’s ‘ Bitter Sweet.” The music was 
composed by Sigmund Romberg, who com- 
posed ‘‘ The Student Prince,’’ “ The Desert 
Song,’ “ New Moon” and “Nina Rosa,”’ 
which is now running on the London stage 
Kveryone who has heard some of the musi 
from the film will desire to hear it all.

He has only rather indifferent 
songs to sing, and for one whose screen 
career has been mainly dependent upon his 
singing this will be found disappointing. 
Chevalier, however, is primarily a comedian, 
and he makes the most of the farrago of 
nonsense with which he has been provided. 
The strings of the plot holds him as a puppet 
who is a waiter and a millionaire. v dav 
he is a waiter because his contract holds him 
to his job, but by night he is a millionaire 
pursued by the daughter of the café pro- 
prietor who ts his employer. It is Chevalier’s 
sense of the comic that brings the film such 
success as it hag obtained, and this rarely 
fails him. The ‘‘drunk’’ scene is grossly 
overacted, but the fact that Chevalier suc- 
ceeds in holding the attention at all is a 
great tribute to his ability. ‘ Playboy of 
Paris ' will be found entertaining, but a dis- 
appointment for all who greatly admire 
Maurice Chevalier.

church in Belfast—St. Finmian’s Church, 
Cregagh. Following the report of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Diocesan Council, the 
(Church Extension Committee decided that a 
new parish should be instituted out of the 
existing parishes of Knockbreda and Willow- 
field, and that a church should be erected on 
a suitable site in Cregagh. In accordance 
with this resolve, the Rev. C. W. G. Huston, 
M.A., was appointed curate-in-charce of the 
district in May, 1928. 

The Representative Church Body under- 
took to provide £9,000 of the total amount re- 
quired for the erection of the church, and the 
Church Extension Committee £2,000, since in- 
creased by £370; while the local congregation 
was asked to find £1,000. Of this last sum 
£600 has been raised. Building operations, 
were commenced three months ago, and it is 
expected that the church will be consecrated 
next vear. 

Designed to seat 250 people, the church will 
he 102 feet 6 inches in length and 39 feet 
in breadth. It will comprise, in addition, 
choir vestry 27 feet long and 13 feet broad, 
also an organ chamber and clergy vestry. A 
haptistry will he located at the west end, 
where there will be porches to the north and 
the south, each measuring 8 feet by 8 feet 
6 inches. Still another porch will be provided 
Leside the choir vestry on the north side. 

Following the ceremony, tea was provided 
in the Hall, and here, the Bishop (the Right 
Rev. Dr. Grierson) presiding, Mr. W. I.

Linen Trade Prospects 


Advantage of A Tariff. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Saturday. 

HOSE interested in the Northern linen 
ik industry are watching the political situa- 

tion in Great Britain with great interest, 
aud the hope is general that a system of 
tariffs will be introduced in respect of manu- 
lactured goods. Such a tariff on the importa- 
tion of foreign linen would be of great ad- 
vantage to the Northern linen industry. 
About £750.000 worth of linen goods are 
imported into Great Britain annually, and 
if the greater portion of this business was 
transferred to the linen manufacturers in Ire- 
land, it is calealated that it would set going 
2,000 idle looms, and give, in addition, con- 
siderable employment in the spinning, bleach- 
ing, finishing and making-up sections of the 
linen industry. 
_ The imports of linen from Belgium, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Italy, France ana Russia, which at 
present are only slightly cheaper than Irish 
‘nd Scottish goods, would almost entirely 
stop if a 20 per cent. tax were imposed. It 
is bdlieved to manufacturers here that a 
tariff also would enable them to attack the 
export market more wet: by reason of 
the faet that goods would produced in 
larger quantities in a safeguarded home 
market, and that the conseguent lower cost 
of production would enable them to compete 
in foreign markets on more equal terms with 
Continental manufacturers.

In this class of goods they can beat all 
Continental competitors, but they are also 
making efforts to secure the medium and

House, was summoned under the Food 
and Drugs Act for selling, through his ser- 
vant, Lizzie Brownrigg, milk deficient in fats. 

The certificate of Miss Phyllis Ryan, county 
analyst, stated that the milk contained 1. 
per cent. of fats. She was of the opinion 
that at least 52.23 per cent. of the weight of 
the original fat in the milk had been 
abstracted, 

District Justice Fahy remarked that he 
never remembered seeing a case in which the 
fat content of milk had been so low. 

Mr. Elgee, solicitor for the Wexford County 
Council, said that he never met a similar 
case. : 

Lizzie Brownrigg, dairvmaid, and James 
Nolan, yardman, employed by the defendant, 
gave evidence that the milk was the same as 
it came from the cows. Mr. Hall-Dare did 
not sell any milk for profit, but some of it 
was purchased by his sister, Mrs. Booth, and 
by Mrs. Dunbar, who was formerly his cook. 
Some of the milk also was distriluted to the 
employés on the estate as part of their 
wages. The witnesses could not account for 
the poor quality of the milk, as it had not 
been tampered with. Nolan suggested that 
it was the wet weather affected it. 

The Justice said that the saie in the case 
was that to Guard Stephens, Food and Drug 
Inspector. The Department’s standard for 
new milk was 3 per cent. of fats, and this 
milk had 50 per cent. less than standard. He 
fined defendant £3, with £1 1s. analyst’s fee 
and £1 10s. costs.

“ W ith regard to lands on hands in the

Land Commission for some time past have 
been taking special steps in regard to the 
lands in Tipperary, and there is every reason- 
able hope that the next six or nine months 
will see a change in the situation. 

“ You will, no doubt, appreciate that it is 
not so easy as might be imagined for the Land 
Commission to acquire land to which their 
attention is directed. Many of these owners 
are entitled under the Acts to alternativ: 
holdings, and that fact has put a very effec- 
tive stop to various a Other land 
to which the difficulty does not apply can only 
be acquired at a price which the Land Com 
mission do not feel justified in paying. The 
circumstances of each case would have to be 
examined before anyone would be justified 
in saying that the Land Commission have 
failed in their duty to the country by not 
acquiring a particular holding for the relief 
of congestion or for the enlargement of ad- 
joining small holdings, and those particular 


circumstances are not always known to the 


local people, who make subsequent com- 
plaints.”’ 

Mr. Hassett added that he had another 
message of hope to impart, namely—that the 
Land Commission were about to take over the 
Greene ranch at Lattin, comprising over five 
hundred acres. ‘The machinery of the «.ct 
already was in motion with regard to these 
lands. 

The Delmege Estate at Ballywire, compris- 
ing three hundred and fifteen acres, was also 
to be divided in the immediate future, the 
price had been fixed at £16 3s. per acre, 
— he (Mr. Hassett) considered much too 
igh. 

Referring to the Greenfields Estate at Cap 
pawhite, Mr. Hassett said that if it were 
worked, as it had been by the Purefoy 
family, as a stud farm, and for the benefit 
of the community as a whole there would 
be no demand on the Land Commission to 
tuke it over, but when it was up for sale 
and was untenanted thev claimed that the 
Land Commission should acquire it for 
division among former workers on the 
estate and local uneconomic hoiders.

CCORDING to a circalar letier received 
from the Northern Minister of Home 
Affairs by the Omagh Board of Guar- 
dians to-day, the Board of Guardians will 
be invested with the authority of fixing the 
benefits to be paid under the unemployment 
scheme which is to come before the Northern 
Parliament.

unemployed and entitled tv transitional 
benefit, and that all othe: conditions were 
fulfilled, the Exchange would transmit the 
aprlication to the Board of Guardians, who 
would investigate the case in the same way 
as they would investigate applications for 
outdoor relief, and would certify for the 
amount of the payment which, in their 
opinion, the circumstances of the case te- 
quired, subject to the maximum of the 
the ordinary rates for unemployment benefit. 
The decision of the Board of Guardians will 
be final, and not subject to any appeal. 

The Chairman (Mr. Fyffe) expressed the 
opinion that this would be a big job for, the 
Board of Guardians.

Snowden’s recent Budget, a serious crisis 
was precipitated last week. There was a 
heavy fall on the Amsterdam Stock 
Exchange. British securities were un- 
loaded in formidable quantities, and the 
Bank of England was forced to export a 
large amount of bar gold to Holland. 
On Thursday sterling was attacked 
on all sides; and on Friday after- 
noon matters became so bad that the 
Prime Minister was recalled from 
Chequers to Downing street, where he con- 
sulted with the chiefs of the Treasury and 
the Bank of .England. Saturday—on 
which the Stock Exchange for the first 


time was open for the morning session— | 


was chosen as a test day, and when busi 
ness was over it was found that there had 
been a loss of some £10,000,000 during the 
This fact, apparently, was 
decisive. Legislation to suspend the gold 
standard will be passed through all its 
stages to-day, and will receive the Royal 
assent to-night. In order to facilitate its 
passage, the Stock Exchange will be closed 
until te-morrow, and the Bank of England 
will be indemnified against its anticipation 
of the new law. The Government hopes in 
this way to check the drain of gold, and to 
prevent anything in the nature of a flight 
from the pound.

sterling is the sheet-anchor of European 
stability, and, if its value should collapse, 
the entire world would be plunged into 
financial chaos. For that reason there 
must be no trifling with a matcer that 
concerns so closely the fortunes of count- 
less millions. However foreign holders 
of British securities may act, the safety 
of the pound rests finally with the British 
people themselves. If they retain their 
holdings, and refuse resolutely to buy 
foreign stock of any kind, all will be well. 
Ireland has a vital interest in the fate of 
sterling. The Free State’s currency is 
welded to the pound, and every movement 
on the London market will cause an 
identical movement in Dublin. British and 
Irish are in the same boat. They will 
float or sink together, and we hope 
earnestly that those Irish investors who 
control some £100,000,000 in British 
securities will resist all temptation to 
realise their holdings. Britain is at the 
crisis of her financial history, and 
it is the duty of every citizen of 
the Commonwealth to stand by her 
in these fateful times. By a curious 
paradox, Britain is in a 
condition to-day because she has paid 
twenty shillings in the pound to her 
creditors, whereas her debtors have paid 
her only fractions of their borrowing. 
Throughout the long and dreadful years 
of the War she carried half the world on

Japan and China. 


Captain Nakamura’s murder last June, 
and ‘the absence of any explanation or 
satisfaction from China concerning it, have 
proved to be the straw which has broken 
the back of Japanese patience. It must 
not be supposed, however, that patience 
has been Japan’s long suit, or that her 
military coup de main during the week’s 
end was the righteous outburst of a 
much-tried nation. Actually, the whole 
business has followed the course that is 
usual in cases when two nations are 
neighbours, and one needing room to 
expand finds the other in no position to 
resist such expansion. For some time 
the Japanese have watched with growing 
concern Chinese railway developments 
parallel to the South Manchurian Rail- 
way; and their irritation has been 
intensified by the losses which these 
activities have caused to a large under- 
taking in which £100,000,000 of Japanese 
money has been sunk. Last Saturday 
hostilities broke out in a manner which 
suggests much forethought on the part of 
the Japanese authorities. Mukden was 
occupied, and a rapid advance was made by 
the Mikado’s troops to strategic points as 
far south-westwards from Mukden on the 
Mukden-Peking railway as Kowpangtze, 
and south-eastwards to Antung on the 
Korean border. Since the linking of 
Korea with Port Arthur has been for a 
long time one of Japan’s major anxieties, 
this move, from a military point of view, 
is wholly sound, and its conception 
scarcely can have been the work of the 
local commands. The Japanese Govern- 
ment is rushing reinforcements to the 
scene. 

Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, the Governor 
of Manchuria, ordered his troops to make 
no resistance, and the fact that the 
Japanese casualty returns are small 
suggests that he was obeyed with only 


preserve order in the city—a circumstance 
which, if it is true, will remove much of 


Japan's exeuse for remaining there. Yester- 


day the Nanking Government sent a Note 
to Tokio, demanding the immediate evacua- 
tion of all the occupied territories in 
Manchuria. -We cannot say what will 


“happen in the event of a Japanese refusal . 


to this ultimatum ; for China’s resources 
are manifestly unequal to a serious war 


with Japan. Some people fear, however, 
lest a contemptuous attitude by Japan 


may inflame the Kirin troops in Manchuria 
—the best in the Chinese army—to 
attempt the extinction of the aggressors 
whom they outnumber heavily. In the 
meanwhile, the Nanking Government is 
struggling to avoid further “' incidents,” 
and is appealing to the League of Nations. 
Japan's case ethically is not very sound, | 


and it is significant that she has announced 
that her dispatch of soldiers to Tsingtao 


and of destroyers to Chefoo was prompted 
by her desire ‘to forestall trouble among 
crowds ' who may misunderstand the. 
Manchurian situation.’’ On the other 
hand, the League is conspicuously power- 
less to compel Japan if she remains 
obdurate, and the chances of peace rest 
upon China’s realisation of her own weak- 
ness rather than upon hopes of an equit- 
able settlement. Good will come out of 
evil for China if she learns from this 
humiliation that, until she can compose 
her domestic broils, she must remain at 
the mercy of any attacker. Federation 
seems to provide the solution of her 


problem. 


A Troublesome Ship. 


To-day, perhaps, romance is found less 
easily upon the sea than in the air. The 
world’s navies are at peace; no part of 
its oceans remains unexplored, and the 
stirring profession of piracy survives only 
in Chinese waters. Nevertheless, romance, 
in one form or another, will cling to the 
sea so long as the lure of gold beckons 
men to perilous adventure. Even now 
Pacific islands are searched for hidden 
treasure. The Artiglio’s attempt to recover 
the Egypt’s sunken wealth has an element 
of romance. A sordid sort of romance is 
not lacking in the rum-runners which so 
persistently dare the fire of American 
warships. Gun-running’ certainly is 
romantic, and it appears that at least 
one unrepentant gun-runner still sails 
the seas. Built at Hull, in 1902, as the 
Selby Abbey, she remained obscure until 
1929, when, as the Falke, under German 
ownership, her adventurous career began. 
It was in the Falke—which, though only 
of 1,198 tons, has the useful speed of 
sixteen knots—that General Delgada, 
with a cargo of arms and ammunition, 
descended suddenly on Venezuela and 
attempted a revolution. The General was 
killed; his followers were routed; the 
vesse] was interned for some time at Port 
of Spain, and a German court pronounced 
a ' moral judgment’’ on the captain and 
the owner. Afterwards a German named 
Vormauer bought the ship, renamed her 
the Ilse Vormauer, and tried, as he says, 
to find respectable cargoes for her. Then 
he sold her to another German, but he 
has not yet received the purchase money. 
Somebody, however, seems to have “ got 
busy ” without delay ; for it is reported now 
that the ship has been discovered in an 
effort to run arms for Cuban revolu- 
tionaries. Herr Vormauer, no doubt, 
awaits further tidings with some anxiety. 
The vessel escaped pursuit, and is believed

ITALY PESSIMISTIC OF 
SETTLEMENT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

It is stated in Italian political circtos 
that the Italian Government maintains 
that there have been no active conversa- 
tions in Geneva between French and 
Italian naval experts, but the Italian 
Government has informed the British 
Government of the new French proposals, 
in order that Lendon and Rome may 
collaborate, states the Rome Correspon- 
dent of the Temps, who goes on to say: 
‘‘ It is considered that the proposals leave 
no room for contemplating the attainment 
of a settlement, and that no useful results 
are expected from the present meetings of 
Italian, British and French experts. 
Political quarters are unable to foresee 
w':en the conversations may be resumed.’

LATE NESTLINGS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—It may surprise some of your readers 
to hear that herons are still feeding their 
young in nests near my home. As is well 
known, herons share with ravens the dis- 


tinction of being our earliest birds to lay. 


I have found eggs ready to hatch and 
chipped during the first week in February, 
which means that they were laid in Janwarv. 
So we get a breeding season extending over 
seven months. The business of feeding 
young herons is very arduous, as I know to 
my cost, and it is extremely doubtful. that 
any pair of parents could stand the strain 
of rearing two clutches in one season. 

After long observation I am inclined to 
think that some birds—the great majority, in 
fact—are early, but that a few are definitely 
late breeders, even as late as July. This is 
suggested by the vearly dates selected by a 
pair, with a lone nest on a small island. It 
has never, to my knowledge, n occupied 
until June. I can find no connection with 
the question of food supply, as is un- 
doubtedly the case with ravens, whose taste 
for early lambs is well timed.—Yours, etc.

The reasons which have led to this decision are as follow — 


£200,000,000 WITHDRAWN. 


Since the middle of July funds amounting to more than £200,000,000 have been withdra.n 


from the London market. 


The withdrawals have been met partly from gold and foreign currency held by the Bank of 
England, partly from the proceeds of a credit of £50,000,000, which shortly matures, secured by 
the Bank of England from New York and Paris, and partly from the proceeds of the French and 
American credits, amounting to £80,000,000, recently obtained by the Government. 


During the last few days the withdrawals of foreign balances have accelerated so sharply that 
His Majesty's Government have felt bound to take the decision mentioned above. 


This decision will, of course, not affect obligations of His 
Majesty's Government or the Bank of England which are payable 
in foreign currencies. 

The gold holding of the Bank of England amounts to some 
£ 130,000,000, and, having regard to the contingencies which 


may have to be met, it is inadvisable to allow this reserve to be 
further reduced. 


There will be no interruption of ordinary banking _ business. 
The banks will be open as usual for the convenience of their 


customers, and there is no reason why sterling transactions should

He left Downing street at 
4.30 p.m. and arrived at Chequers, at 6 
o'clock ; but before 7 o'clock he received

been a normal one, and that there had 
been a loss of from 17 to 174 million 
pounds, of which two million was gold 
and the remainder drawn from the loans 
and credits. 

The Prime Minister immediately re- 
turned to Downing street, which he 
reached about 9 o'clock, There he had 
consultations with representatives of the 
Bank of England and the Treasury.

CHINA’S PROTEST 
TO JAPAN. - 


EVACUATION 
DEMANDED. 
HOSTILITIES DIE 
DOWN.

JAPAN IN CONTROL OF

R EPORTS from Reuter's Correspondents 

in China and Japan show that since 
Saturday night, when the Japanese 
followed the seizure of Mukden by ‘occu- 
pying a number of railway stations and 
other strategic points in South Manchuria 
with the object of protecting the widely- 
separated Japanese territories of” Port 
Arthur and Korea, there has been a lull 
in the hostilities which broke out 
dramatically late on Friday. 


PEACE PACT BROKEN. 


Immediate evacuation of the occupied 
territories and» restoration of the status 
quo is demanded in a Note despatched to 
Japan from Nanking yesterday. The Note 
accuses Japan of ignoring the Kellogg 
Peace Pact. and states that China reserves 
the right to adopt “ appropriate action ”’ 
in the future. 

Japan’s sreply is expected to. be sent 
to-day, but its nature has not yet been 
revealed. Baron Shidehara, the Japanese 
Foreign Minister, is believed to bé con- 
sidering a suggestion which may assist 
in peaceful settlement.

MAN KILLED BY 
STEAM TRAM. 


FALL FROM VEHICLE 
NEAR TALLAGHT.

John Jones, aged about forty years, of 
pampleogne. Co. Dublin, was killed last night 
on the Dublin-Blessington steam tram lines, 
about a guarter of a mile on the Dublin side 
of Tallaght village. 

Jones, who was employed as a guard on 
the line, had been off duty yesterday, and 
along with a companion, named ward 
Boyd, of Ballymount lane, Tallaght, was in 
Tallaght during the evening. At about 9.30 
the two men boarded the steam tram coming 
from Blessington at Tallaght, getting into 
the second of three carriages. Under peculiar 
circumstances, Jones fell out of the carriage 
and was run over by the wheels of the tram, 
his body being badly mangled. The driver 
of the tram stopped immediately. 

Jones's body was taken into Mr. Clashin’s 
public-house, part of which is used by the 
tramway company as a waiting room for 
passengers.

FRENCH FAITH IN 
THE POUND. 
ROCK OF WORLD FINANCE. 


A striking profession of faith in the 
stability of the pound sterling as a rock 
upon which the Ranke of the whole world 
is specially built has been made by M. 
Flandin, the French Minister of Finance 
(says the Sunday Times Correspondent in 
Paris). 

In an interview jn “Geneva with M. 
Jules Sauerfein, of the Matin, 1 said : 
‘* The world is at present in a state of 
panic. No one any longer believes in 
anything, and the remarkable feature is 
the spread of rumours about the finanzial 
position in London. A great pity is that 
speculators, who are playing for a fall, 
can play with the pound sterling without 
the slightest risk, since the pound sterling 
is at gold par. 

“That is why the attacks have been 
made on British money, but the whole 
world ought to be made to realise how 
serious such an attack may be.” If the 
English people lost confidence in their 
pound sterling, it would mean universal 
disaster—a general and catastrophic fall 
throughout the world. That is why the 
French Treasury has intervened and would 
not hesitate to intervene again. ‘‘ It is to 
our own interests that the pound sterling 
should remain strong, as it is an inter- 
national. currency par ercellence and a 
guarantee against fluctuations.”’ 

M. Flandin asked: Who could menace 
the prestige of the pound? And himself 
answered: ‘‘ No one could, unless it is the 
British people themselves in a moment of 
discouragement.”’ 

“ But,” he added, “ there is no such 
danger in my opinion, in view of the 
tenacity and courage which the British 
have shown in all circumstances. ‘The 
British Government, with the support of 
opinion, will certainly take 
measures which will result in the Budget 
more than balancing.”’ 


CURRENCIES 
AFFECTED. 
A number of slides will naturally 


be affected directly and indirectly by an 
alteration in the value of sterling.. First 


among these aré the currencies of Colonies 


and Protectorates which are regulated by 
the Currency Board. These include all 
Colonies and Protectorates and Palestine. 
The currency of the Irish Free State is 
also tied to the pound. 

Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa among the Dominions have their 
direct exchange dealings almost ex- 
clusively with England, and their rates 
are quoted in terms of a premium or dis- 
count on the pound sterling. The connec- 
tion is naturally very close in practice. 

The Indian rupee is secured on English 
Treasury Bills, and 1s stabilised in terms 
of sterling. The same applies to the 
Egyptian piastre. 

In addition, certain European countries 
have stabilised their currencies in. rela- 
tion to sterling. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 
CMEC ee ae 
NEW YORK APPROVES.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The partial suspension of the Gold 
Standard Act by Great Britain is 
applauded in Wal! street circles as a con- 
structive measure dictated by the present 
emergency.

will not affect the recent loans to Great 
Britain by the Federal Reserve Bank and 
the Morgan Syndicate, since these are 
specifically payable in gold _ dollars. 
Neither will it affect the service of the 
bulk of the British dollar bonds held in 
this country. 

It is expected that the British banking 
authorities will control the foreign ex- 
change transactions in a way similar to the 
control exercised in Germany. 

While the latest development has caused 
considerable uneasiness in Stock Exchange 
circles, Wall street bankers express the 
opinion that it will have less effect on the 
American banking system, since the 
American short-term balances held in 
London are small comparéd with those in 
Germany. 

The American banks maintain small 
balances in London for their clients, and 
these are estimated in informed banking 
quarters not to exceed £10,000,000,

GOLD STANDARD. 


PANIC IN FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 


N a leading article the Financtel News 
says:—We shall make no attempt to 
minimise the seriousness of the decision 

which the Cabinet was forced to make over 
the week-end—natnely, to submit to-day to 
Parliament a bill suspending the obligation 
imposed on the Bank of England by the Gold 
Standard Act to sell gold bullion at a fixed 
price. 

It means that we are—for the present—off 
the gold standard, aad no one who has the 
most superficial knowledge of the history 
and traditions of the City of London can 
contemplate that fact with anything ap- 
proaching equanimity. 

On the other hand, it is important—even 
vital—that the gravity of the step which has 
been taken should not be exaggerated, or its 
real mearing misunderstood. The fact, which 
no one in the world can gainsay, is that to 
a very large extent the causes which have 
led to the present climax lie outside the con- 
trol of anyone in this country. 

Undoubtedly our own shortcomings have 
been a contributory cause leading up to the 
present situation. But in its last stages 
the dominant factor has undoubtedly been 
sheer panic—panic not in this country, but 
in foreign countries; panic not at the finan- 
cia] situation of this country (through foreign 
magnification of the unfortunate. incicents at 
Invergordon has, of course, played its part), 
but at the financial situation of these foreign 
countries themselves. We have,. in fact, 
been literally driven off the gold standardi-by 
the action of nationals of other countries, 
which have almost, if not quite as mach, to 
lose as we ourselves from thus pressing 
matters to extremities. 


SCRAMBLE FOR GOLD. 


Abroad much will depend upon the action 
of Governments and central banks in check- 
ing the panic-stricken scramble for gold and 
other forms of cash, which has had such 
suicidal results. Very possibly such steps 
as the closing of bourses may be desirable 
by way of giving a breathing space for the 
resting of shattered nerves. In particular, 
anything that the Federal Reserve Bank and 
the Bank ot France can do to limit bear 
speculation in sterling will clearly be wel- 
come. 

At home, where the development of the 
crisis has been faced with our characteristic 
coolness and good humour, there is no need 
to fear that these qualities will now evaporate. 
In addition to practising them there are a 
few things which the ordinary citizen can do 
—or rather omit doing—to help. He can 
refrain from increasing his normal holdings, 
either of currency or foodstuffs. There is not 
the slightest rational ground for either; for 
the Bank of England’s reserve is of ample 
proportions, and official inquiry has -shown 
stocks of all kinds of goods and materials in 
the country to be above their average Jel. 
And he can give all possible support to the 
Government in its determination to proceed 
with the passing and enforcement of the 
financial legislation it has introduced.

An emergency decree published last 
night creates a State Commissary as from 
October 1st, with power to control the 
banks, and by which the Government will 
be enabled to obtain information regarding 
the position of the banks and to exercise 
its influence on banking policy in the 
general economic interest. 

A supervisory board, presided over by 
the President of the Reichsbank, will 
direct and control the activity of the 
Commissary, and decide which banking 
institutions shall be subject to control. 

The purpose of this State control is 
chiefly to counteract the tendency to take 
up foreign credits to an extent likely to 


lead to a repetition of the financial crisis.

REFERENCE was made in this 

A column last week to the probability of 
there being a general reduction in 
stallion fees in England in order to come 
into line with the downward trend in the 
prices of bloodstock. it may be noted that 
several sire fees have been reduced already. 

Diomedes has come back from 300 guineas 
to half that figure, and the fee for Pommern 
has also been cut by half, from 400 to 200 
guineas; while Lord Glanely has announced 
that in the case of Grand Parade and his 
other sires owners booking nominations from 
this date will, in consequence of the slump 
in bloodstock, be returned half their fee 
should the mare prove not in foal, or, 
alternatively, a free service will be given in 
the following season. Lord Glanély, by the 
wav. has not yet notified the fee at which 
Singapore will ‘stand next season. 

Some owners of sires will, of course, be 
very reluctant to reduce fees, but it 1s 
probable that the force of economic pressure 
will in course of time compel them to do so. 
They will still be free to advertise their 
wires at the old figure, but re oa a few 
exceptional cases they will find it an ex- 
tremely difficult matter to fill them. 

Jn lreland the fee for next season of 
several sires has already been sub- 
stantially reduced, notable instances 

being ‘hose of Soldennis, reduced from 
to £99, and Apron, from £98 to

REDUCING ESTABLISHMENTS. 

I note fromm Messrs. Tattersall’s catalogue 
for the first October sales at Newmarket 
that Lord Vendonderry is offering seven 
vearlings. This is the first time 1 can 
remember of jiis having sold his yearlings, 
except a few drafts, and these seven | 
imagine represent all that he would have 
bee: putting i training. il 

The whole of the yearlings from the Kings- 
clere Stud are also coming up at the same 
sales, but Captain Arnold Wills, the owner 
of the famous Hampshire establishment, has 
been for some time intending to give up 
racing. The Duke of Westminster is also 
selling all his yearlings. More significant 
still 1s the fact that Mr. Anthony de Roth- 
echild is sending up six yearlings, and will 
start next season with the smallest string 
that has ever been at the ancestral training 
establishment, Palace House, Newmarket. 

The owners of several Cesarewitch horses 
have a choice of two races this week. The 
Rockingham Plate at York on Wednesday 
and the more important Newbury Cup on 
Saturday. Argonaute and Brumeux are 
couple of notable candidates holding both 
engagements, but whereas over the mile and 
three-quarters at York Major Wilmot sets 
Argonavie to give llb. to Brumeux, over the 
two miles and a furlong at Newbury Mr. 
Crocker Bultee. makes Brumeux give 5lb. to 
the other. 

BETTER OVER SHORTER DISTANCE. 

The assumption of the handicapper is 
apparenily that Argonante is a much better 
horse over a mile and three-quarters than he 
is over the longer distance. He has, in fact. 
never. run over a longer distance than 
fourteen furlongs, while Brumeux won the 
Newbury race last. vear. 

It is disappointing that Brown Jack will 
not be seen out at Newbury, or for the rest 
of the season, Ivor Anthony having wisely 
determined to retire him for the season. as 
he had shown signs at Doncaster of beginning 
to train of. Jle has had a hard season of 
it: for he won the Chester Crop early in May, 
and then took in {wo rares at Ascot. as wel] 
as the Coodwonod Cup and the Ebhor Handi 
cap before going to Doneaster. It takes a 
cast-iron horse to stand so much _long- 
distance racing and the necessary severe 
prenaration for it in the course of a season. 
and, although Brown. Jack is a horse with 
a quite exceptional constitution, he. cannot 
he exnected to he always at his verv hest. 
SALMON LEAP AND NOBLE STAR. 

Iver Anthony will be without a runner 
in the Newbury Cup: for Yarn 1]. is wrong. 
The two most notable horses in the event 
will be Salmon Leap and Noble Star; for it 
is very likely that the latter will run there 
and let the Cesarewitch take care of itself. 
On the Goodwood Cup running, Brown Jack 
comes out about 10)/b. better than Salmon 
Leap, and on the Doncaster Cup running 
12}b. and two Jengths better than ‘Noble 
Star. 

That seems to give Salmon Lean. who has 
to give 3lb. to Noble Star at Newbury, a 
better chance than Mr. Cundell’s colt; but 
it is probable that we did not see quite the 
best of the latter at Doncaster, where Fox 
did not ride him out when Singapore began 
to go right away from them. Should he just 
fail at Newbury, Noble Star is presented 
with a great chance of winning the Hwfa 
Williams’ Cup at Sandown. 

A TEN.OWNERED CANDIDATE. 

Some amusement has been caused by the 
registration in the Calendar of ten owners, 
each with a tenth share, in an aged horse, 
Sea Soldier, to run under National Jiunt 
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CESAREWITCH HORSES AT YORK 
AND NEWBURY. 
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Rules. These nine sportsmen and one sports- 
woman (for & lady has a tenth share) are 
Americans, who are ambitious to have a cham- 
pion performing for them in this country. . 

One of the ten is Mr. Benjamin Leslie 
Behr, of Chicago, who sent a horse from 
America a few seasons ago to run for the 
Grand National, for which he was trained by 
Mr. Gore. An American amateur came over 
to ride him, but the horse, who never had 
the slightest pretensions to win a ‘chase in 
this country, did no more at Liverpool than 
scramble over a few fences and then retire 
from the contest, after which he was 
promptly returned to the United States. 
THE DEATH OF MR. WHITFIELD. 

Great regret is expressed in National Hunt 
circles at the death of Mr. L. Whitfield, the 
leading amateur of last season. Until his 
terrible accident at Hurst Park, last spring, 
when John Hasty fell with him, he was a 
delightful personality, and his courage was 
unbounded. He had attained a high measure 
of skill, too, and so keen a critic as Jack 
Anthony, who underwent a severe o tion 
on Friday, had engaged him to ride Easter 
Hero in the Grand National 

There was never any hope of his recovery 
from the time he was taken off the course, 
and the doctors and surgeons who have been 
attending him say that it is almost a 
phenomenon that he lived so long, and that 
only a super-constitution could have kept him 
alive since last February. Had he lived by 
any chance, there would never have been any 
hope of his walking again, so badly was his 
spine injured. Actually, the supervening of 
pneumonia was the immediate cause of his 
death. 

AT BOGSIDE. 

The Bogside meeting, which followed yester- 
day on the Western meeting at Ayr, is an 
unpretentious affair, but it enjoyed a most 
perfect, afternoon—one of the most perfect, 
indeed, that I seem to have experienced this 
summer. Mr. J. F. Byrne sent Glass Boss 
from Ireland to run for the Irvine Plate, and 
Wing rode the five-year-old, who finished un- 
placed. The race was easily won by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Carruthers’s Aspiration, 
who at half-way went right away from the 
others, and easily beat Portia’s Plea and 
Sentinella. 

Mr. J. G. Storey, a North Country man, 
who has considerable interests in the 
licensing trade in London, had the first double 
which he has enioved since becoming an 
owner, as Lucky Phil, a daughter of Hevers- 
wood, wan him the Bogside Selling Nursery, 
and (Gala)! Prince, a son of Prince Galahad, 
won him the last race of the day, the Gailes 
Plate, E. Forsyth, a jockey who hardly gets 
all the riding his strength at the weights 
deseryes, being on both. 

Forsyth rode a good race on Lucky Phil to 
get the better of the favourite, Myrtle Grove, 
and Farforth by a short head and a neck. He 
had an easier task in the other race to win by 
two lengths from the favourite, Witticism. 
Both these winners of Mr. Storey are trained 
at Newmarket by Gordon Sadler, and 
Aspiration is trained by Jack Colling, so the 
headquarters trainers did well to win three 
races with the four horses they sent, 
PEACOCK TOOK THE REST. 

Dobson Peacock scooped the rest of the 
pool, for the Middleham trainer, who, I 
believe, intends sending some of his crack 
two-year-olds like Inverman and Argus, to 
run at the next Curragh Meeting, won the 
other three races. The first of them was the 
Stewards’ Selling Welter, which Mr. Fred. 
Straker’s Sambo won by half a length and a 
short head from Cupbearer and Trim. 

This w'nner, who was sold after the race 
fo: 170 guineas, is a half brother to Heronslea 
by Stratford.

MANY ADVERSE FACTORS. 


ARTIFICIAL CONDITIONS.

The extreme weakness of Stock 
towards the end of last: week would almost 
suggest a belief that the City had lost faith 
in the ability of the new Government to pull 
the country through its difficulties. But the 
fact is that conditions in the Stock Exchange 
are now so artificial that only a comparatively 
small amount of selling is necessary in order 
to cause a sharp fall in prices. Therefore, 
teo much significance should not be attached 
to the marking: down of quotations by the 
dealers, when they saw that there was litle 
or no buying support for the moderate 
ainounts of.stock offered. At the same time, 
the adverse influences at work were real 
enough. The prospects of an early general 
election are certainly not pleasant, especially 
as there is:no certainty regarding the,out- 
come, while, the effect of Continental ,selling 
was accent@ated by the keen Dutch demand 
for gold. “fn addition, the ,South American 
currencies ‘exhibited fresh weakness, Argen- 
tine pesos and Uruguayan dollars falling to 
new low records, while nothing appears to 
arrest the fall in the price of copper. When 
all these bear points are supplemented by 
extremely ‘weak conditions in Wall street, 
there is, perhaps, sufficient reason for the de- 
pressed state which characterised the London 
Stock Exchange after a short-lived period of 
rising prices. 


THE YIELD ON WAR FIVES. 


With the. powers obtained by the Govern- 
ment to facilitate the conversion of 5 per 
cent. War Loan, selling of that security, 
ostensibly for the purpose of exchanging into 
definitely long-dated stocks, has been 
accelerated,. with the result that the price 
dropped to the lowest figure since 1926, when, 
as a result of the threat to the national well- 
being, represented by the proclamation of a 
general ‘strike, the quotation dropped to 99. 
This particular security in recent years has 
always given a considerably higher return 
than other British Government Stocks be- 
cause of the possibility of early repayment 
at 100, but the difference became so pro- 
nounced this week that the stock promised 
an almost fantastic yield (for a Government 
security) if repayment could be counted upon 
in six months’ time. The price includes 3} 
months’ accrued interest, allowing for which 
the return was 5re per cent. In addition, 
the profit on redemption must be taken into 
account, ahd the amount of this, with the 
stock at below 98, was at the rate of con- 
siderably more than 3 per cent. per annum, 
so thut the full return worked out at well 
over 8 p.c. On this showing the stock is cer- 
tainly very cheap, for the point may be em- 
phasised that a holder need not accept the 
oiler of conversion vhen it comes, and those 
who obtained their stock substantially below 
par can afford to ignore the threat of cash 
repayment at 100. 


DIVIDEND ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


It is possible that the depression which 
seized upon markets was accentuated 
by the announcements, now almost a 
daily occurrence, of. reduced dividends or, 
more frequgntly, of the decision of companies 
not to make an interim payment in view of. 
the unsettled conditions now prevailing. -It 
is to be expected that we shall have many 
more such announcements in the future, so 
that shareholders must be prepared for re- 
duced incomes. All this will increase the 
difficulties of the authorities next: vear in

OUR BALANCE OF PAYMENTS. 


Everybody recognises that the matter giv- 
ing most anxiety now is not finance, but 
our foreign trade, for failing a substantial 
reduction in our imports an increase in the 
exports is a, matter of extreme urgency. 
This is so because the indications point to 
a debit balance, in one particular quarter 
estimated at £50,000.000 on our “‘ invisible ” 
exports, namely, the revenue derived from 
various services such as shipping, insur- 
ance, banking and the income from overseas 
investments. For 1929 the amount of this 
was large enough to show a credit balance 
of £139.000,000 on our international y- 
ments, but by 1930 the figure had ews 
reduced to £38,000,000. It is obvious that 
the revenue from foreign investments has 
shrunk considerably, partly through the de- 
faults of some South American Governments, 
while that from English-owned railways and 
also 
smaller,. It is considered that this unfavour- 
able position greatly strengthened the case 
for a tariff on foreign goods entering the 
country. 


THE PUBLIC AND MARKETS. 


Some brokers in these days find rather 
more business on public account, a certain 
amount of buying having been attracted 
by the low level to which practically every- 
thing has fallen. But, on the whole. in- 
vestors and outside speculators are taking 
very little interest in markets, and a large 
proportion of the business is professional. 
When long-dated Government Stocks en- 
Joved a considerable rise in the early part of. 
last week, the movement was attributed to 
RA Y" against sales of 5 per cent. War 
oan, but a more reasonable explanation is 
that the buying was largely speculative, 
hence the subsequent reaction. The tem- 
porary spurt in Iron, Coal and Steel issues 
was also mainly the result of professional 
operations, and it may be doubted whether 
there is much public interest in Kaffirs. The 
fact is that confidence in Stock markets, 
which was greatly shaken by the untoward 
events of recent years, has not yet been 
restored, and apparently the chance of its 
coming back is lessened with every fresh 
slump in prices. It is not a cheerful outlook 
for members of the Stock Exchange, many 
of whom find it extremely difficult to earn 
sufhcient commission to pay overhead 
charges. 


RIO TINTOS. 


The recent weakness of Rio Tinto Cepper 
Shares provides a notable instance ef the 
change in the fortunes of a formerly most 
successful company. It is an exceptional in- 
stance, however, Teel in addition to the 
great fall in the price of its main product 
(which on almost every day last wee: «stab- 
lished a new low record), the company has 
been badly hit through the payment of 
heavy arrears of taxation to the fpanish 
Government. The result is that no dividend

is being paid at present, and it is uncertain 
when such payments will be resumed. For- 
merly. the shares commanded zn ewormous | 
premium over their par value at £5.

DUBLIN DEPRESSED. 


SHARP RISE IN BANK 
STOCK. 


Dublin Stock market reopened for business 
on Saturday, and there was a fair attendance 
of members, but, unfortunately, nearly all 
they had to do during the short session was 
to read the telegrams and ‘phone messages 
recording the big fall in the London market 
of British gilt-edged securities. The break 
was not unexpected, but its severity was 
alarming. When 5 p.c. War Loan went 
under 97, it looked as if London was on the 
verge of a panic, but the news of a rally at 
the close brought some comfort. The only 
marking in Dublin was 98. 3 

Free State Funds were dull. The First 
Loan was unchanged at 1033 and the Second 
was ineffectually offered at the last price— 
106}. Land Bonds eased to 958. 

Bank Stock rose sharply to 345, but 
Nationals lost 6d. at 48s. 6d. Guinness units 
suffered with other things, and closed 9d. 
lower at 85s. 6d. Coats Ord. shares actually 
rose ód. to 365s. 


LONDON VERY 
WEAK. 


HEAVY FALL IN BRITISH 
FUNDS. 


-—— 


The London Stock Markets opened on 
Saturday, this being the first Saturday 
session since April, 1917, and, with pre- 
liminary contangoes to be arranged, there 
was quite a good attendance of members. 
The markets opened on a dull note, and 
values were marked back afresh, all round 
new low levels being established in numerous 
directions. The disturbing news from 
America and the Continent had a depressing 
influence on markets generally, there being 
littie, if any, slackening of the volume of 
selling encountered recently on Continental 
account. 

The market for British Funds provided 
one of the principal features, the weakness 
of sterling bringing in fresh sellers, and 
values were marked cff sharply. Towards 
the end, however. a little support was forth- 
coming at the lower levels, and some re- 
covery was made, but the closing values 
were still substantially below’ Friday’s 
closing quotations. War Loan Fives went 
back heavily, touching 96; at one stage, 
and, though rallying to 975, still showed a 
loss of 1g on the day's trading. The 43 
per cent. War Loan eased to 97, or § down, 
while both the 25 and 4 per cent. Consols 
lost further ground, the latter falling a 
further point to 85, with the 25 per cent. 
4 down. The Conversion Loans were severely 
nandled in the early hours, but recovered 
a part of the initial depreciations later. 
Among Indias, the 3 per cent. lost no less 
than three points, while the 4; per cent. 
dropped 24 points, and the 35 per cent. 14 
points. 

Foreign Government Stocks displayed an 
exceptionally heavy appearance, the weak- 


| ness being more apparent by reason of the 


fact that the market remained flat right to 
the close. Brazilians and Chinese again 
showed substantial losses all round. The 
former were affected by the announcement 
that the Brazilian Government has not been 
ible to purchase sufficient exchange to pro 
vide for all the interest due on October Ist, 
vhilst Chinese lost ground on the news of 
the outbreak of hostilities. German Sevens 
were scaled down heavily, closing 44 points 
back to 62. French Fives and Fours ex- 
ceptionally both marked fractional improve- 
ments. 

A dull tone still characterised British 
Pails, and Southerns led an almost general 
1ecession in values. Colonial and Foreign 
Nails displayed a much steadier front, but 
Americans went off sharply, Union Pacific 
closing 8 points lower, while Atchison lost 
7 points, and Southern Pacific 5 points. 

In the Industrial Markets, the 
national issues were marked down to 
form with the lower advices received from 
Wall Street, and heavy further deprecia- 
tions were shown. Swedish descriptions 
aiso went oft, while the home issues, with a 
very few exceptions, sought lower levels. 
Motors provided an especially weak market, 
and Banks and Insurance lost ground. Else- 
where, Oils showed fresh weakness, Royal 
Deutch losing nearly a point. Mines 
were depressed, but several 
Kaffirs held firm.

ADVANTAGES OF WELSH 
FUEL, 


-“ 


AS interesting exhibition of anthracite 
burning appliances, together with 
samples of A.A.C. Welsh anthracite, in 
sizes suitable for stoves, boilers and other 
domestic burners, is being held.in Dublin 
on the premises of Messrs Maguire and 
Gatchell, 7 Dawson street, Dublin, during 
this week, starting to-day. 

The Amalgamated Anthracite Collieries, 
Ltd., whose coal will be used in the 
demonstrations, are the producers of 
eighty per cent. of the total anthracite 
mined in South Wales, and it is a well- 
known and preved fact that the Welsh 
anthracite is the best in the world. If 
proof were necessary, it would be readily 
forthcoming from the available figures, 
which show that Canada imports one 
million tons of. the Welsh product 
annually ; and America, which itself pro- 
duces fifty millions of anthracite annually, 
imports at least a quarter of a million 
tons of Welsh anthracite, and that the 
European countries, such as France, 
Holland, Italy, take very large quantitiés. 

Anthracite-is claimed by many users. to 
be the ideal fuel. It is rich in heat units, 
and will burn continuously and evenly for 
many hours without attention with a 
minimum of ash deposit, which means so 
much to the housekeeper in her efforts to 
keep the home clean and tidy. It is a 
hard, bright, natural product, clean to 
handle, and burns without fumes and is 
absolutely smokeless. Refuelling of stoves 
is necessary only twice every twenty-four 
hours, and the burner, once lighted, works 
away through night and day. 


STEADY TEMPERATURE. 


Anthracite is used largely in malting- 
houses, where a steady and even tempera- 
ture is necessary; in lime-burning and 
central heating, and its merits are 
especially appreciated in greenhouses. It 
can be used for closed stoves, hot. water 
boilers, and it is an excellent fuel for 
suction gas plants. In short, it will heat 
almost anything, and can compete, on 
economy grounds, with the other methods 
of heating in everyday use. 

Anthracite, it is claimed, lasts twice as 
long as any other type of fuel,.and does 
its work well. On comparing costs it 
would, perhaps, be misleading to compare 
the price per ton with other products; for 
one has to consider the costs over a period 
having regard to the quantity ot fuel 
used, its suitability, performance, and the 
comfort and absence of necessity for work 
through the non-deposit of ash and other 
dirt, and its saving of labour, all of which 
have their special appeal. If you burn 
anthracite, you banish the sweep; this is 
worthy of some consideration. 

Regarding anthracite for large central 
heating plants, it is interesting to note 
that, at a meeting of the Worcester Stand- 
ing Joint Committee in May of this year, 
the County Architect, reporting on experi- 
ments carried out in the new county offices 
with coke and anthracite,. said that in 
seven weeks 20 tons 7 cwts. of anthracite 
were used at a cost of £38 6s., including 
haulage, and that in a similar period 
54 tons 15 cwts. of coke were used at a 
cost price of £55 9s. 1ld. When anthra- 
cite was used the gauge registered 200 
degrees by 9 a.m. each day, and when 
coke was used 140 degrees were registered. 
The committee decided that in future 
anthracite should be used as fuel for the 
boilers in the county buildings. 

Further, anthracite is a compact fuel, 
occupying far less space than most other 
fuels. It is used extensively for heating 
greenhouses, especially in the Channel 
Islands, which import about 50,000 tons 
annually for this purpose, keeping the 
temperature very even when it is most 
necessary in the winter time. 

The fuel is becoming recognised more 
and ‘more widely as one of the best fuels 
for domestic purposes. Its first cost in 
this instance may seem to be high, but 
th-t this is more apparent than real is 
proved by the fact that a large-sized room 
may be heated at the price of a farthing 
an hour. There appears to be no more 
effective method of keeping a house warm 
through day and night than by the use 
of an anthracite stove, which takes the 
place of a central heating installation 
where such is not practicable. 


[ANTHRACITE STOVES. 


AN EXAMPLE FROM 
GERMANY. 


CONSTANT HEAT AND 
NO TROUBLE.

Visiting the homes of some Germans 
who have come to settle in Dublin, I was 
struck by the fact that one very notice- 
able attribute which these exiles from the 
Fatherland had in common was the posses- 
sion of anthracite stoves for the heating 
of their homes. 

Unable to restrain my curiosity, I 
ventured to ask for the explanation, and 
thereby learned that the anthracite stove 
was regarded as a necessity in virtually 
every German home. As my host put it, 
the use of the anthracite stove is almost 
universal in his country, and it is regarded 
as an essential fitting when houses or flats 
are being set up. 

The reasons advanced for it, in reply to 
an inquiry, were, first, that from the 
purely economical side the German house- 
wife found the anthracite stove was more 
satisfactory than any other kind; but of 
even greater merit was the fact that it was 
a muck, easier proposition to keep this 
stove clean and in proper working order 
than an ordinary coal stove or fire-place. 

My friend gave as a case in point the 
working of an anthracite stove in his own 
house here in Dublin. He had such a 
stove installed in his sittingroom—rather 
a large-sized room in a big suburban 
residence—off which opened a spacious 
diningroom. With the first touch of 
winter in the early days of October the 
fire was lighted in the anthracite stove, 
and it was never allowed to go out until 
well on in the month of May the following 
year—that is, for close on eight months 
the stove was kept going. As he pointed 
out, all that was required was that the 
ashes should be shaken out every morning 
and fresh anthracite put into the stove. 
The stoves are all provided with regulators 
controlling the draught, and in that way 
the heat can be regulated. 


ECONOMICAL IN FUEL. 


The result is that the fire is kept going 
at the same heat for the eight months of 
the winter season, and the temperature 
of the sittingroom and of the adjoining 
room is kept at a constant level during 
the harsh, cold season. The amount of 
anthracite used is very small, and my 
friend found that his consumption was 
about one and a half tone for the eight 
months to heat his sittingroom, dining- 
room, nursery, etc. Apart from the 
financial saving, however, there was the 
immense saving in labour, as a few 
minutes’ attention every morning in shak- 
ing out the ash pan and laying down fresh 
anthracite was all that was required. 

I could well appreciate why the German 
housewives, as well as those in this city 
who have laid in anthracite stoves, so 
much favoured them. 

But my friend went on to explain other 
advantages. He admitted humorously 
enough that the blazing coal fire had a 
great attraction, in that it encouraged 
people to sit round it and have homely 
chats during the winter nights, but 
against that his expericnce—and it was » 
point made by other Germans who have 
come to live in Dublin—was that the open 
fire, although pleasant to look upon, did 
not properly heat a room. If the apart- 
ment was of any size at all one found 
that while it was quite nice and “ comfy ”’ 
round the fire, the opposite ends of the 
room were so cold that one would have to 
wear an overcoat to keep warm. It 
sounded an exaggeration, but in reality 
these exiles from overseas do feel the 
Irish winter very trying, and they con- 
stantly complain that the open fires never 
heat their rooms. That is why so many 
of them have installed the anthracite 
stoves. 


ALWAYS ALIGHT. 


Germans are industrious people, whether 
at home or overseas, and they like to be 
doing work of some kind during th- 
winter evenings. That characteristic ex- 


plains why the anthracite stove is so 
popular. The German head of the family 
spends his evenings at work, rather than 
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NTHRACITE stoves are now made 

in most attractive designs, and there 
is a wide range from which the potential 
owner may .choose, with every security 
that not only will it be an attractive addi- 
tion to the home, but a silent. worker 
throughout the day and night, from the 
first approach of winter until the early 
days of summer. Stove designers have 
given careful consideration to details of 
construction to ensure efficient burning 
with low coal consumption, and—an 
essential thing—their stoves are easily 
regulated to meet the varying conditions 
of the weather and the degree of heat re- 
quired. One outstanding advantage in 
several types of stove is that the front 
may be opened to provide an open fire 
when desired. 

The householder immediately looks to 
the costs of installation when considering 
new methods of heating his home, and 
here he will find pleasure in the fact that 
the anthracite-burning stove can be fitted 
either in place of the ordinary fire grate 
or in front of it without structural altera- 
tions. All that is required is to run a 
short stove-pipe from the back of the 
stove through a metal plate fixed at the 
bottom of*the existing chimney to ensure 
direct ventilation through the stove and 
the fitting is complete. 


THE BEST TYPE. 


To secure all the advantages of the 
anthracite-burning stove it is essential 
that only the best type of fuel should be 
used. It should be genuine anthracite, of 
proper size, and of the best quality. It is 
often pointed out that there is “ good ”’ 
anthracite and “ other ” anthracite; but, 
unfortunately, no method has yet been 
devised whereby the consumer can dis- 
tinguish at the time of purchase the 
“good "? from the “ other,” and it ia, 
therefore, considered essential for the 
purchaser, for his own protection, to 
insist on a brand of anthracite which can 
be relied on to be of standard quality and 
to give the best results. 

At the exhibition, whith opens to-day, 
special attention should be paid by visitors 
to the use of boiler “ nuts ” for small 
domestic boilers, which are now becoming 
so popular for water-heating purpses, 
ensuring a constant flow of hot water 


through day and night. The demonstra- 
tion will cover many of the uses of 
anthracite coal, which should be Welsh to 
be the best, and merchants who have co- 
operated in organising the exhibition, as 
well as experts who shall be in attendance, 
will give full information concerning its 
advantages, particularly its cleanness and 
cheapness. 


sitting over a blazing fire, and he finds 
that he can carry on his work, whether 
reading, writing or studying, quite com- 
fortably in a room where there is an 
anthracite stove burning. With the fire 
in the stove kept going all through the 
winter months the heat of his rooms is 
kept at the same level, and all parts of 
the rooms are cosy and warm. In fact, 
the whole house is kept cosy. 

Another great advantage of these stoves 
is that the whole family can be out all 
day and have the comforting knowledge 
that when they return home their apart- 
ments will be warm and comfortable, and 
heads of families will appreciate what a 
boon this is. That is one of the great 
charms of the stove—once it is properly 
attended to in the early morning it needs 
no further attention for twenty-four hours. 
It can be regulated, and the family can go 
out secure in the knowledge that there is 
no danger from fire. 

Even with careful banking down, one 
cannot be too happy in mind at leaving an 
open coal fire alight without supervision, 
but with the anthracite stove there is 
absolutely no danger. Nor is there any 
danger from fumes. The anthracite fire 
does not ‘‘ dry out ” the air in the room 
nearly as much as the open coal fire. 

My friend pointed out the great advan- 
tage it was for a family where there were 
young children to have these anthracite 
stoves, where the temperature indoor could 
be kept at a steady level, and the children 
be enabled to play in every corner of their 
rooms and not feel the cold anywhere. 


IMPORTED FROM WALES. 


I had thought that the widespread use 
of the anthracite stove in Germany . was 
dictated primarily by reason of the fact 
that there were anthracite fields in the 
Fatherland, but I learned that such was 
not at all the case; that, as a matter of 
fact, most of the anthracite used was im- 
ported from South Wales, and that the 
German housewife favoured the use of 
anthracite because these stoves more than 
any other insured the proper and uhiform 
heating of her home during the severe 
winter months. 

In the modern flats and villas which are 
being built in Germany, where. central 
heating or electric stoves are not being 
introduced, there is still ‘maintained the 
practice of installing anthracite stoves in 
the principal living rooms. ° 

Although my friend has electric heaters 
in his house, he relies on the anthracite 
stoves for the heating of those rooms which 
are in constant use during the winter 
months. 

That there was quite a lot to be said for 
his preference had to be admitted, and, 
judging by what I have seen in other 
houses I have been visiting, the use of the 
anthracite stove is growing more and more 
into favour in Dublin, and not least 
among professional men, who find it quite 
the most convenient, clean and cheapest 
method of heating their reception or 
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waiting rooms or studies.
